’7ASHI NGT-'N - In the most destructive sabotaging ever conducted within a 

nation against its own intelligence service* the Central Intelligence Agency has 

b ‘en portrayed to the American people and the world as a sinister organization 

engaged in illegal activities which have included political assassination attempts, 
the overthrow of foreign governments and intervention in civil wars* 

7/hat is the other side of the coin? . 7/hat are the good things the CIA 
has dons for America^ and the free world? 

l o find out, I spent an hour with CIA Director William E 0 Colby, w ho has spent 
3 bW*s tea a quarter of a century striving to safeguard the security of America and the 
political freedom of its allies and foreign friends. 

I found that the crA T s covert, so-called tf dirty tricks 11 operations, some 
of which Colby candidly concedes were wrongly done through an "excess of zeal," represent 
an almost minute part of the organization's functions. Most of CIA’s attention is 
concentrated on intelligence gathering and analysis. It is in these fields that it 
has accomplished its greatest achievements. 

Listening to the quiet, soft-spoken, trim-looking "prof essionals professional, 
who, at the age of 2k parachuted behind German lines in Norway during -forld War II, one 

comes away with the impression %mim si that history will record the following: 

1- That .the "fantastic” surveillance techniques developed by the CIA 
may well have averted a nuclear war between the United States and the Soviet Union; 

2- That the CIA information on the Soviet Union 1 s nuclear Y/eapons made 
possible the Strategic Arms Limitation (SALT) agreements; 

3- That without that information it would have been impossible to conclude 
the an ti-oallistic mis a les (ABM) agreement which saved the American tax-payer between 
100 and IpO billion dollars; 

1l- That the CIA has averted foreign wars by providing information ’which 
enabled the American government to prevent the conflicts;
